could not travel to America alone, Sesides, at that tine, the 
Turkish Covernment vas very strict about civing passports te anyone 
who wished to leave Turkey, especially to young boys for they 
were expected to become soldiers, Therefore, Mr. Dimitriades cone 
tinued his studies until 1912 when he becare seventeen yeers of

Fortunately, at that time, since 1908, the Turkish coverne 
ment hed proclaimed and established a constitutional form of coverne 
ment.
